NO DELAY 

The early completion of the Canadian 
Pacific Willingdon-Edmonton line should 
not be delayed by reason of any protests 
arising from sectional feeling or interests 
As located, it supplies a long-felt want in 
a section of the province hitherto lacking 
adequate railway facilities. It provides 
access to this city for the fanmers in a 
large area, by the shortest and most feas- 
ible route, and business interests in Ed- 
monton have already contracted obliga- 
tions on the faith of the completion of the 
line into Edmonton this fall 

The line now under construction skirts 
the north side of Whitford Lake, and fol- 
lows a direct route south-westerly to Id- 
monton. The proposal sponsored by Mr. 
Luchkovich, M. P. for Vegreville, would 
change the location to one in close proxi- 
mity to the Saskatchewan River, so that 
only the farmers in one side of the terri- 
tory would be any better off for railway 
facilities than they are today, and the 
distance between FEdmonton and_ the 
Lloydminster territory would be appreci- 
ably lengthened 

Such a change could be brought about 
only to serve local interests without re- 
gard to the real needs of the district 

Edmonton business men should be ac- 
tive in opposition to any movement wnhk h 
would retard the construction of this im- 
portant addition to the railway facilities 
of the country whose trade sustains the 
city. 


PLANNING FOR THE FUTURE 

The bylaw which was submitted to the 
taxpayers on Monday covers a two-year 
building plan prepared by the public school 
board. The reception given to it by the 
small number of voters who went to the 
polls shows that they approved the idea 
of thus taking a moderately long look at 
school needs and providing for these some- 
what in advance. That this feeling is gen- 
eral is to be gathered from the fact that 
there was little active opposition to the 
bylaw, and apparently none on account of 
it covering more than the present season's 
operations. The taxpayers are obviously 
willing to give the board some measure of 
leeway in anticipating the need for more 


accommodation, and in putting up the 
necessary buildings by the time these will 


be actually required 

In the building of schools, as in the im- 
provement of streets, there are advantages 
in working to a definite plan, framed be- 
forehand to meet future requirements in 
a systematic way. The results of the con- 
trary policy are to be seen in the tempor- 
ary buildings which have been put up in 
many parte of the city to relieve ov 
crowding, and in the rented premise: 
where auite a number of classes are held. 
There cannot be much economy in this 
make-shift practice of putting up tempor- 
ary buildings and renting quarters, in sec- 
tions where it can be foreseen that a per- 
manent building will have to be built in 
the reasonably near future. The vote on 
Monday should encourage the board to 
get away from that policy and to adopt 
the plan of keeping in hand a building pro- 
gram which will provide for the continu 
ous and orderly development of 
facilities

This site was considered by the 
councillors who puffed their way up 
the hill, but after strong objections 
had been made by several property 
owners who live on Victoria Avenue, 
hetween 121 and 118 streets, it was 
finally decided to build farther down 
the hill. 


The site on the hill might pos 
aibly have been the best. From the 


clubhouse one could see every hole 
on the 18-hole course. The new 
eighteenth hole would finish just 
below and followers of the royal and 
ancient pastime could see the end 
of every important match. Another 
thing, ft is not as damp on the hill 
site as it is down below. Further 
more, the mosquitoes for some un 
known reason, seem to be at their 
best farther down the hill. It ts 
only about a block from the hill

One of the objections raised was 
that the golfers would make too 
much noise, Another was that the 
automobiles would be parked on 
Vietoria Avenue and that the sieep 
of the residents would be disturbed.
